The Revelation of Jesus Christ (Part I) 



And he said, Go thy way, Daniel: for the words are 
closed up and sealed till the time of the end. 
Daniel 12:9 (KJV) © 

I wish to talk about the most exciting thing for us as Christians, the 
prophecies that have been foretold about these end times that we are 
in As God promised to Daniel He is indeed unsealing our 
understanding of what is beginning to take place. 

There are some who read Biblical prophecies and shrug their 
shoulders saying such things are forever hidden and not for us to 
know. Then there are others who realize the simple truth that God had the prophets write down his mysteries for 
a purpose. To record these prophecies without any chance of them being unveiled would be a waste of time, 
however we should always remember that Bible study is only profitable for those who are tenacious, it is akin to 
digging for gold. 

The Revelation of Jesus Christ, which God gave unto him, to shew unto his servants 
things which must shortly come to pass; and he sent and signified it by his angel unto 
his servant John: 
Revelation 1:1 (KJV)D 

I would bring to your attention that God did not have John write these things down for the sake of the unbeliever, 
but "to show unto His servants". As such we can see that understanding of these things will be withheld from 
unbelievers. The point of saying this is: don't bother arguing spiritual truth with unbelievers or carnal Christians 
who do not have the guidance of the Holy Spirit to discern such matters. No matter how much an unbeliever 
studies God's Word the truths therein will not be revealed to an unrepentant heart. A love of and hunger for the 
Truth (Jesus Christ) and the Spirit of Truth (The Holy Spirit) are required. These truths are spiritually discerned 
(1 Corinthians 2:14 KJV©). 

For I would not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, lest ye should be 
wise in your own conceits; that blindness in part is happened to Israel, until the fullness 
of the Gentiles be come in. 
Romans 11:25 (KJV)© 

The two questions that arise for me from the above verse are: What is this blindness of Israel and what is this 
"fiillness of the Gentiles'? Here is what I believe God has shown me. 

The above verse has led me to take a different view of bible prophecy than some others. I have coupled 
scripture with the personal glimpses that Christ has given to me into His personality. Yes, He does interact with 
us on a personal level if we seek to have that type of relationship with Him and pay the price by living as 
righteous a life as we can in these fleshly bodies. 

One of the things that I have noticed about God is that He always protects His people from His judgment. God 




does judge His own people, but when He judges others He protects His own. Let me show you an example: 

And as it was in the days of Noe, so shall it be also in the days of the Son of man. They 
did eat, they drank, they married wives, they were given in marriage, until the day that 
Noe entered into the ark, and the flood came, and destroyed them all. 
Luke 17:26-27 (KJV) © 

Likewise also as it was in the days of Lot; they did eat, they drank, they bought, they 
sold, they planted, they builded; But the same day that Lot went out of Sodom it rained 
fire and brimstone from heaven, and destroyed them all. 
Luke 17:28-29 (KJV) © 

Even thus shall it be in the day when the Son of man is revealed. 
Luke 17:30 (KJV) © 

Luke 1 7 gives us a parallel rendering of Christ's discourse on the end times in Matthew 24 with some interesting 
tidbits of information added. Although the above verses are all concurrent I have broken them up to illustrate an 
important point. I suggest to you that in the first passage about Noah we are given a three part blueprint for how 
God metes out His divine judgment: 

• Men are carrying on with their business as usual. 

• God removes His people from harm's way. 

• Judgment comes. 

And just in case we missed it the first time He repeats this exact same partem in the second passage, this time 
using Lot. And then to make sure these things are perfectly clear to us He tells us in the last verse that this same 
blueprint will apply "in the day when the Son of man is revealed". 
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
